‘Keep juvenile 
suspects apart’

Shocked by testimony about the 
murder of a juvenile detainee in a 
police station in Hadera, the Knes- 
set Public Services Committee called 
on the Government yesterday to ap- 
propriate funds soon for special de- 
tention places for young suspects, 

‘The committee's appeal culminated 
several sittings held to discuss a 
motion for the agenda by the ILP’s 
Hillel Zeidel on “the critical condi- 
tion of juvenile detainees.” The hear- 
ings began in January following 
news of the incident in Hadera. 
There, 2 young suSpect closeted in 
a room with several men was strang- 
led to death when he refused to 
yield to homosexual advances. 

Hadera, police explained that the 
boy was not kept in a separate room 
because the room set aside for young 
suspects “did not meet  require- 
ments.” 

Since the murder, says the com- 
mittee, no steps have yet been taken 
to improve the detention conditions 
in police stations, The committee 
added this ts in violation of a 1971 
law which -reguires juvenile detain- 
nees to be held apart from adults, 

Police representatives told the 
committee there were no funds avail- 
able to build new facilities, and this 
led the committee to appeal to the 
Government for prompt action.

— Bighteen emacia- 
ted Frenchmen freed from jail by 
President Ahmed Sekou Toure of 
Guinea arrived in Paris yesterday, 
but refused to speak about their 
imprisonment to protect four other 
Frenchmen sti held in the West 
African country. 

Sekou Toure released the 18 men 
Monday to mark the resumption of 
relations between France and her 
former colony after an ll-year 
break, 

Most of the men were arrested 
in 1972 following an alleged “inva- 
sion attempt” by foreign mercena- 
ries. Sekou Toure charged they were 
sent by the French government to 
overthrow him.

A young black woman accused of 
killing @ white jailer who was alleg- 
edly trying to rape her pleaded in- 
nocent yesterday as her trial got 
underway. The woman, Joan Little, 
21, is charged with first-degree 
murder in the 1974 icepick slaying 
of Clarence Alligood, 62, who work- 
ed at the Beaufort County Jall. 
She contends

A. medical report introduced at a 
pre-trial hearing indicated that Alli- 
good’s pants were about his ankles 
when his body was found in the jail 
at Washington, North Carolina. 

The State contends Little killed

Alligood after luring him Into her 
cell while trying to escape. 

The defendant's plea cleared the 
way for jury selection in Wake 
County Superior Court. Six of the 
first 12 prospective jurors were ex- 
cused, four of them by the judge, 
for health and other personal rea- 
sons. The State used two of its nine 
peremptory chalienges to remove 
two black men from the panel. Jury 
selection is expected to take about 
two weeks. 

As the courtroom proceedings be- 
gan, about 400 supporters 
on downtown Raleigh for a demon- 
stration in front of the courthouse.

Diego Novelli, a 44-year-old jour- 
nalist, won 43 votes from the 80- 
vote city council and led a Com- 
munist-Soclalist coalition into city 
hall to fight rising crime, inefficient 
Public services and a deficit of 150 
billion Ure (11.468m.). 

Although the Communists control 
hundreds of smaller towns — most 
notably Bologna, their showpiece — 
Novell's performance in Italy's 
“Detroit” was expected to come 
under close national scrutiny as the

“Y¥es,"' we said, ‘‘but who are 
the people at the Centre?"

“By studying certain texts, 
extracting from them what con- 
cerns us, and by living together 
in a certain spirit." 

I said: ‘'I'm a limited person, 
and I'm afraid 1} be able to 
begin to understand what you're 
saying only if you could mention 
some book or teacher whose 
names I might know: the Bible, 
Buddhism, Gandhi, Gurdjieff, 
Subud, etc." 

At the mention of the latter 
two especially, his eyes 
flickered, and he apparently 
decided we were worthy and 
capable of receiving a few 
clearer hints. He emphasized the 
Bible, ‘the great Hebrew crea- 
tion, which has everything in it, 
but has to be studied carefully in 
order to be understood 
properly,” and Gurdjieff, ‘‘who 
offers a neat system for analyz- 
ing things, and transforming 
them into a way of life."" And he 
said with more emphasis: ‘We 
do it as Jews. ‘Jew' is a more ad- 
vanced stage, a fulfilment, of 
‘Hebrew.’ But it isn't a racial 
thing. After all, the Patriarch 
Abraham wasn't born. a 
Hebrew." 

There; are several, similar. 
groups in Israel, he said. How do 
they support themselves?

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Debunking Arab-inspired myths 


of inhumanity and intransigence

“THERE ARE TWO m 
Israel that need to be di 

cording to Dr. David Hyatt, Presi- 
dent of the National Conference of 
Christians and Jews. He omade this 
statement on the eve of his departure 
from Israel, after concluding 9 15- 
day NCCJ Leaders Seminar on 
Christlan-Jewish-Moslem relations. 

“Yt Ie a myth that the so-called 
Arab ‘refugee camps’ in Israel ae 
inhumane and intolerable ‘when, in 
fact, today, quite the opposite is 
true.” After visiting a “camp” on 
the West Bank, Dr. Hyatt. a 
Catholic, declared: “The truth is 
that the so-called "refugee camps’ 
are not camps at all any more but 
are actually Arab villages. The 
woeful fable which anti-Israel 
propagandists have sold to the 
American’ people is no fonger a 
fact.” 

“For are we not all kinamen?" 
was the seminar theme for the 
eighty delegates, from ali parts of 
the U.S., including Protestants, 
Catholics, blacks, Mexican- 
Americans, Jews and an American 
Indian. 

After visiting a forward position on 
the Golan Heights near Kuneitra, 
Dr. Hyatt also debunked the myth of 
Israel's ‘so-called ‘intransigence’ in 
recent peace negotiations. In fact, 
for Israel to give up certain 
territories such as the Golan Hei; ts, 
without a full guarantee of 
protection in the event of an en: 
would be tantamount to submitting 
to genocide." 

As Dr. Hyatt explains, the NCCJ, 
which has some 200,000 members 
across the U.S. was founded in 1928 
when there were "6 million idfots — 
minority hating Ku Klux Klansmen 
-- running around in bed sheets. To- 
day, the ΝΌΟΣ, with a budget of $6m. 
& year, does a mammoth job to im- 
prove relations among ethnic, racial 
and religious groups. 


DURING THEIR FIRST week in 
Jerusalem, the group heard a varie- 
ty of lectures on topical subjects and 
participated in discussion 
groups.Hosting the dialogue on 
Christian-Jewish relations, Dr. G. 
Douglas Young, President of the 
American Institute of Holy Land 
Studies on Mt. Zion, stated: “I am 
not among those excited about

theological dialogue. I think we 
aren't ready, First we must rectify 
the 2000-year injustice done by 
Christiandom. Those with whom we 
want to dialogue are in the midst of a 
battle for physical survival, How can 
we help? We can help our neighbours 
see that the real moral issue at stake 
is the renewed Arab nationalism that 
can't seem to tolerate a small Jewish 
state.” 

Professor Shmariyahu Talmon, 
Professor of Bible at the Hebrew 
University, pointed out that there is 
no Jewish theological need for a 
dialogue with other religions 
but''Christianity has a deep need to 
grapple with the umbilical cord 
which binds it to Judaism,"" 

An exciting address by, Rabbi 
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David Hartman. Professor of 
Philosophy at the Hebrew Univers!- 
ty, entitled “The Jewish People and 
Israel,"” was discussed for the rest of 
the trip. He discussed the spiritual 
return of the possibility of meeting 
others through our own par- 
ticulariam. “I will talk from my 
reality, but never claim that my par- 
ticular reality exetudes others.” 


Among the participants In the 
seminar were the Rev. Dr. Carl Her- 
mann Voss of Jacksonville, Florida, 
professor in the Humanities at 
Edward Waters College, a black 
college. He came to Israe! after ser- 
ving as the NCCJ delegate in Ham- 
burg ‘at the first international con- 
ference on the Holocaust ever to be 
held on German soil. Born in 
America of German descent, Dr. 
‘Voss was the executive secretary of 
the American-Christian Palestine 
Committee in the mid-1940's, a 
Christian organization which 
ly advocated Palestine as the 
homeland of the Jewish people. In 
Israe) for the twelfth time, Dr. Voss 
commented: “As one who has led 
many tours, I can attest to the fact 
that with such a diversity of concepts 
presented, this was most certainly 
not a propaganda tour. You wouldn't 
find this in Arab lands." 


HARRISON CORNELIUS, the 
American Indian on the seminar, is 
always very calm, listens well and 
speaks quietly. He ia a member of 
the Oneida Tribe of the Iroquois 
Confederation, 

“Our two peoples are passing in 
currents of fascinating juxtaposi- 
tion. The American Indians are of the 
land and striving towards economic 
development while retaining contact 
with the land. The Jews mostly come 


from commercial and professional 
backgrounds — well into the modern 
world — but they too are striving to 
sink roots and reclaim their 
traditional heritage in this tand."" 

Mr. Cornelius explained that 200 
years ago there were a few million 
American Indians, but now there are 
but 852,000. ‘Indians do not receive 
birth certificates like other citizens; 
they get cards designating how 
many quarters of Indian blood they 
have. My card says 4/4—I am a full- 
blooded Indian. It reminds me of the 
badges and numbers the Jewa were 
once forced to wear. 

“What the Jew has done in Israel 
is exactly what the American Indian 
is trying to do. I'm learning a lot 
from your successes.” Mr. Cornelius 
found particular parallels in the 
historical injustices, existing dis- 
crimination and the mystical con- 
nection with the land. 

“There ig a deep similarity 
between what I have learned of kib- 
butz Ufe and tribal life on reser- 
vations. Like the Jews, the Indians 
have experienced genocide, starva- 
tion, disease, war, ostracism and 
discrimination. There are things to 
be learned from Jewish experience 
in ghettos and leaving them and 
preserving cultural strength, I hope 
to return soon with my wife and 
others." 

In evaluating the seminar, 
national president Dr. David Hyatt 
felt it was especially important 
because ‘‘many of the Christian 
community in America have a need 
to understand the profound meaning 
of Israe] as a land, as a people and aa 
ἃ very essential part of the Jewish 
faith. Those who have seen Israel 
will become catalytic forces in en- 
couraging more programming on 
this subject.""

A small masterpiece 


The Bireling (Royal, Tel Aviv), the 
haunting early 1920's story of the 
relationship between a young 
English society widow and her 
chauffeur, was awarded the Grand 
Prize at the 1973 Cannes Film 
Festival, It is based on the novel of 
L.P. Hartley, whose book ‘The 


Go-Between" was brought to the ‘ 


screen with great success ἃ few 
years ago and likewise won top 
honours at Cannes. 

Directed by Alan Bridges from a 
screenplay by Wolf Mankowitz, 
“The Hireling™ is again a period 
piece dealing with the old rigid 
British class system. The beautiful 
Lady Franklin (Sarah Miles) is 
recuperating from a nervous 
breakdown following her husband’s 
death. Desperately in need of com- 
panionship to hasten her rehabilita- 
tion, she strikes up a strange 
friendship with her hired chauffeur, 
Leadbetter (Robert Shaw). 
Violating convention, the titled lady 
even sits up front with Leadbetter in 
his Rolls-Royce, as he drives her 
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around the lush English countryside. 
But, so vast is the social gap between. 
them, that Lady Franklin never 
spares a thought for the personal 
feelings of her always deferential 
and correct employee. The absor- 
bing plot develops slowly, but builds 
up to a shattering climax of im- 
mense power and pathos. 

Sarah Miles and Robert Shaw both 
give faultless performances in the 
main roles of this elegant-looking 
film, and Peter Egan is most convin- 
cing as the widow's aristocratic 
suitor, who appears after she has 
regained her health. Aided by some 
particularly striking interior sets 
(including oil millionaire Paul Get- 
ty's historic 16th century manor at 
Sutton Place), director Bridges has 
succeeded wonderfully in recreating 
the mood of post-World War One 
England. And, without ever in- 
truding, Mare Wilkinson's haunting 
musical score is an essential part of 
the whole drama. 

In 115 own way, the film is a small 
masterpiece.

Should savers be punished ? 


ISRAEL'S HOTTEST economic 
potate today is ita huge linked public 
debt. Its aggregate amount is not 
known exactly since it also includes 
guarantees and contingent Habilities

altuation is unhealthy, yet nothing is 
belng done about it. Consultations 
are known to be going on behind cloa- 
ed doors, but so far the issue Js st{il 
hanging fire.

‘Th@ reason for the hesttancy Is, of 


course, that opinions on the subject 


are deeply divided, On the one hand,

run, that the linked debt Is a time 
bomb, threatening the state — and 
the δ abonomy — — with bankruptcy.

Twenty 
years ago loans linked to the COL 
were first introduced here in order 
to induce firms and families to 
reduce waste and excessive spen- 
ding, to encourage saving. and to 
provide the means required for 
Productive projects. in particular 
those backed by the government. 
The commitment involyed was then 
considered sound, because the in- 
vested capital was expected to con- 
tribute to the growth of our real GNP 
at least as much as to that of cur 
nominal (monetary) income. 

As time went by, however, this 
vital tie between productivity and 
purchasing power, between coats 
and prices, became in dis- 
regarded. Funds borrowed at linked 
terms have been increasingly used 
for current consumption, and for 
plugging budgetary deficits. Pledges 
to pensioners, Insured people and 
savers have been based on reserves 
representing mere paper assets. A 
large part of our capital resources 
has thus been not actually invested, 
but wasted. 

Before long we shal] have to pay 
the price of this massive mismanage- 
ment, We may be forced ro readjust 
our monetary assets to their real 
worth. But that painful process can- 
not be confined to holders of linked 
debentures.
